2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: "30" (page 14, line 
18); "24" (page 14, line 20); "57" (page 17, line 20); "87" (page 21, line 7). The drawings are 
further objected to because there are 2 figures "2B-1". The second occurrence should be changed 
to "2B-2". Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action.

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Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art discloses 
or renders obvious a method or apparatus for treating a subterranean formation intersected by a 
well casing that is perforated at a plurality of subsurface zones as claimed and wherein each of 
the packer /indicating extension tools having a downhole convertible indicating collar defining 
an internal indicating profile and being selectively convertible to a "Go" condition preventing the 
landing of well treatment tools on the internal indicating profile thereof and a "No-go" condition 
exposing the internal indicating profile thereof for landing of a well service tool thereon, the well 
service tool having an actuator collet adapted for selective converting actuation of the downhole 
convertible indicating collar to the "Go" condition and the "No-go" condition. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
